Another  great  tradition  is  being  estab- 
lished at  BYU — American  Indidn  Week.  In 
a gratifying  coordinated  effort,  Student  Gov- 
ernment , The  Daily  Universe,  The  Tribe  of 
INIany  Feathers,  BYU  Administrative  Coun- 
cil, and  the  General  Indian  Committee  of  the 
Church  have  all  united  in  making  possible 
a colorful  and  informative  Indian  Week. 

Elder  Spencer  W.  Kimball,  of  the  quorum 
of  the  twelve,  was  promised  by  a patriarch 
at  the  age  of  11,  “You  will  preach  the  gospel 
to  many  people,  but  more  especially  to  the 
Lamanites — you  will  see  them  organize  and 
be  prepared  to  stand  as  the  bulwark  around 
this  people.”  He  was  later  called  by  a pro- 
phet, George  Albert  Smith,  and  charged 
with : “The  work  of  disseminating  the  gospel 
among  the  Indians — not  only  the  Indians 
close  to  us  but  also  ail  over  the  world,  in  the 
islands  of  the  sea  and  elsewhere.”

Since  the  long  awaited  day 
of  the  Lamanite  is  here  and  “Jacob  is  to 
flourish  as  a rose,”  it  is  both  appropriate  and 
significant  that  BYU,  the  great  parent  edu- 
cational arm  of  the  Church,  play  a major 
role. 

The  charge  given  to  BYU  by  the  Board  of 
Trustees  was,  “BYU  must  become  the  In- 
dian center  of  the  world.”  American  Indian 
Week,  together  with  a multitude  of  other 
efforts  now  in  process  by  faculty  and  stu- 
dents, is  moving  forward  with  those  objec- 
tives in  mind.

The  Brigham  Young  University 
academic  honor  system  has  two 
ideals: 

1.  That  no  student  .shouM 

take  academic  credit  not  his 
due.  (cheating 

on  tests,  etc.) 

2.  That  all  students  should 
seek  to  enforce  this  honor 
on  themselves  and  others. 

(every  man  a policeman) 
I have  no  quarrel  with  these 
ideals.  I have  observed  though 
that  this  system. works  poorly 
here  and  elsewhere.  To  make  the 
honor  system  workable  I sug- 
gest an  additional  ideal. 

3.  That  the  faculty  and  ad- 
ministration should  seek  to 
enforce  this  honor  on  them- 
selves and  on  the  students. 

Moral  leadership  should  come 
from  above.  Let  the  faculty  set 
the  example.  Is  it  fair  to  place  all 
responsibility  on  the  inexperienc- 
ed students?  Too  often  the  gener- 
ation leading  rhine  has  said,  “Do 
as  I say  and  not  as  I do.”  To  their 
example  belongs  part  blame  for 
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-failure.  Did  you  know  that  the 
faculty  is  encouraged  to  leave 
examinations?  And  why?  ■ To 
test  honor. 

We  dare  not  test  honor  in  our 
treasurer’s  office.  There  we  must 
check  and  counter  check  our 
“trusted”  employees.  If  we  did  not 
audit  ourselves  we  should  be  fin- 
ancially  ruined. 

We  dare  not  test  honor  in  our 
library.  Faculty  and  students 
alike  must  be  checked.  If  we  did 
not  our  shelves  should  be  empty. 

We  dare  not  test  honor  with 
activity  cards.  We  dare  not  test 
honor  with  parking  spaces.  We 
dare  not  test  honor  in  a hundred 
things. 

Why  then  must  we  test  and 
tempt  honor  in  academic  work? 
Shall  we  satisfy  ourseV^es  only 
because  the  consequences  lay 
with  the  future.  When  library 
books  are  stolen  Dr.  Tyler  does 
not  say,  “They  only  hurt  them- 
selves.” Indeed  he  pursues  his 
thief  with  vigor.  But  when  cheat- 
ing occurs  • well  the  present  sy- 
stem does  not  work. 

When  our  admission  application 
requires  a signed  affidavit  to  live 
church  standard.s  do  we  need  an 
honor  system?  Only  if  it  benefits 
the  students.  I would  answer,  and 
I do  not  believe  that  our  present 
system  does  that. 

Remember  banks  have  both  the 
honor  system  and  auditors,  our

Biggest  Air  Raid  Of  South  Viet  War 
Blasts  Cambodian  Frontier  Posts 


SAIGON,  VIET  NAM,  (AP)— 
The  biggest  U.S.  Vietnamese  air 
raid  of  the  war  tore  up  a Viet 
Cong  stronghold  in  jungles  near 
the  Cambodian  frontier  Thursday 
and  walled  the  sky  with  smoke 
and  flames.  The  Red  headquart- 
ers area  was  reported  left  in 
ruins. 

AN  ARMADA  OF  230  planes 
joined  in  a dawn-to-dusk  attack 
on  a Communist  zone  of  about 
seven  square  miles  in  Tay  Ninh 
province,  65  miles  Northwest  of 
Saigon. 

A half  dozen  secondary  explo- 
sions during  the  methodical  bomb- 
ing and  strafing  suggested  the  de- 
molition of  Viet  Cong  ammuni- 
tion caches. 

For  the  first  time,  U.S.  planes 
took  part  in  a combat  operation 
within  South  Viet  Nam.  Flying 
from  the  carriers  Coral  Sea  and 
Midway,  they  teamed  up  with  U.S. 
Army,  Air  Force  and  Marine  air- 
craft and  South  Vietnamese  fight- 
er-bombers in  a strike  that  a U.S. 
spokesman  said  seemed  to  be  one 
of  the  more  productive. 

GEN.  WILLIAM  C.  Westmore- 
land, Commander  of  U.S.  Forces 
in  Viet  Nam,  had  called  for  a 
maximum  effort  and  the  armada 
assembled  for  the  job  exceeded 
even  the  most  massive  used  in 
the  raids  against  North  Viet  Nam. 
This  was  a 220-plane  strike 


force  that  hit  targets  North  of 
the  border  last  Friday. 

A U.S.  spokesman  said  the 
day’s  objective  was  a region 
about  Zl  miles  long  and  2 miles 
wide — “a  maze  of  blotchy  woods.

Ground  fire  was  described  as 
surprisingly  light.
